ing of: the Town as recorded in the 
printed reports. (which are distribut- 
ed to the meeting) showed that much 


. thought and energy had been expend 
..@d by the whole of his Council on the 


running of the affairs of the Town 


“during the past year. 


He closed his remarks with an ex- 
pression of thanks to the Councillors 
and the Secretary for assistance giv- 
en during hie term, and called upon 
Secretary Kenny for a resume of the 
work of his office, 

In opening, Mr. Kenny stated that 
despite the many criticisms which 
_ Might have been heard at different 
‘times regarding the Council a its 
duties towards the desires of t 
izens, the members of Council he} to 
be governed by the Town Act of the 
Province, which in very many = in- 
stances did not grant. authority to 
Town Councile to fill such desires as 
had on occasion been sought. 

He-dealt at length with the manner 


‘of striking rates and appropriating 
_ expenditures, and pointed out that 


something over one-half of all monies 
called for were uncontrollable ex- 
penses—and in’ some instances the 
monies so collected were handed over 
directly to other bodies although the 
Council had to arrange for the col- 
lection of such and had to provide for 
the payments whether collected or 
not. . 

Altogether his speech was much to 
the point and was listened to with 
great interest, and a hearty vote of 
thanks was accorded him. 

Dealing with the town finances, the 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
Mr. W. Huntingford, went very thor- 
oughly into the matter of such ex- 
_penditures as come under the heading 
of “controllable,”*and gave a resume 
of the demands which had. to be 
reckoned with in making up the ap- 
propriations for the year to satisfy 
the agendas of. work as set out by 
the several committees at the start 
of the year,, 

In dealing with these matters and 
figures, Mr. Huntingford showed that 
while in some instances one or two 
of the committees had over-extended 
the sum originally asked for, other 
committees had kept well under their 
estimated expenditures, so that in the 
finality it was found at the end of

Your committee ea'rnestly desires the 
fullest co-operation of every citizen 
in this protective work of life and 
property at this particular time, 

Mr, J, Veitch, Inspection Engineer 
for the Western Canada Insurance 
Underwriters Association, with of- 
fices in Winnipeg, made his periodic | 
inspection trip to Wainwright in the 
first part of October. His previous in 
spection trip was in 1938. Your com- 
mittee gave him-.every assistance to 
complete his work, which included 
survey of restricted ‘building areas, 
all fire fighting equipment, water 


.supply, pipe lines, and fire hazards 


of every description. As a result of 
this visit, the Underwriters Associa- 
tion have just issued a five page Sup 
plementary Report No, 10, to the full 
report of October 24th, 1914, a copy 
of which can be geen in the Secre- 
tary Treasurers office. 

Your Council has anticipated the 
possibility of greater fire hazards 
which *may come with new construc- 
tion in the years ahead, and has al- 
ready taken steps for the co-opera- 
tion and standardization of equip- 
ment to more efficiently deal with 
possible disasters. On Nov. 3rd, 1942, 
your council, acting on the recom- 
mendation of this committee, took 
steps which led to the placing of, an 
order for a five horse power electric 
fire siren.to replace the old fire bell 
on the fire hall and while a good 
many things have held it up we feel 
that this order will be filled and 
shipped before spring. 


No change has been made this year 
in the electric light service. The 
street lighting system ig the same, 
Decoratior lights were put up for the 
Xmas’ season. Twenty four of the old 
colored lamps burnt out and were re- 
placed during this hook-up Electric 
service has been good throughout the 
year, Any interruptions have been 
from circumstances beyond ‘control 
and were taken care of promptly and 
without any serious inconvenience, 
There were recent new installations | 
of Voltage Regulators on the trans- 
mission line as well as scheduled pole 
line maintenance. This assures us of 
service next year equal to or even 
better than this year, At this time 
we wish to express our appreciation 
to the management of the Calgary 
Power Co, for their excellent service 
and co-operation in handling the El- 
ectric Utility for the Town of Wain- 
wright during the year 1942, 

The Wainwright Gas Co. Utility 
operated the whole of 1942 with just 
one shut-down of 90 minutes, which

During the latter part of the year 
we have had a considerable demand 
for town lots, for the purpose of er- 
ecting dwellings thereon and believ- 
ing this demand will continue we 
have taken definite steps to establish 
uniform prices at which town lots 
(to which the town holds title) can 
be purchased. 

We have also noted the recent de- 
mand for living quarters, anf the 
movement of a cheaper class of 
dwellings into the town and are of 
the opinion that we should immediate 
ly have a’ by-law prepared for the 
purpose of restricting the class of 
dwellings which may be brought; or 
erected, in the various sections of our 
Town. We are investigating thie mat 
ter, and should it be found that. the 


| Town has the authority for such a by 


law it is our intention to define the 
class of dwelling which may be erect 
ed in any area or block within the 
Town of Wainwright. ‘ 

It will be our purpose to so frame 
the by-law that no undue restriction 
will be placed upon any one who,may 
have to reside within the Town dur- 
ing the construction of the two new 
camp areas here, but our fire-restrict 
ed ‘area will have to be ‘protected if 
we are going to safeguard the low 
minimum fire insurance rate we are 
so fortunate to enjoy in our Town, 

‘Your committee was again placed 
in charge of the skating rink for the 
1942-3 season, and although we got 
away to a good start the weather has 
been somewhat akainst us, We havé 
been in touch with some of the men 
working in the former Buffalo Park 
who wantei practice time for their 
hockey club, and this was arranged, 
We had hopes of a few hockey games 
during January, but again the weath 
er wag too severe for any outdoor 
sports, 

During the year your committee 
was authorized to submit prices. to 
Council for a suitable system of gani- 
tation in the Town Hall and this 

matter is being gone into.

PUBLIC HEALTH 
(Coun, J. Alderman) 

Owing to the absence of Coun, Al- 
derman, who was in bad health, Coun 
Huntingford (second man on the 
committee) dealt with and read the 
following report prepared by the 
chairman of the Public Health com- 
mittee :— 

The condition of the Town as 
regards sanitation has been satisfac- 
torily maintained during the past 
year, The report of the Medical 
Health Officer revealed that there 
was no serious epidemics in 1942, 
but he pointed out the dangers of 
over.rowding in many homes due to 
the influx of people to ‘Wainwright 
on account of the Brigade Camp de- 
velopments, 

Scavenging 

This work has been carried out un- 
der difficulties dwing to shortage cf 
labour, and this condition is getting 
worse; which means that measures 
must be taken to remedy the situa- 
tion. We have suggested that the 
Town By-Law which governs this 
particular department should be en- 
forced, viz., that all properties with 
buildings without septic tank or cess 
pool shall have a pit toilet of the 
regulation size and specifications, 
and that householders maintaining in 
side sanitary toilets shall empty such 
containers inthe said pits. This 
would save two days edch week of 
the Scavenger’s time for other work. 
We suggest the co-operation of all 
so that a more efficient and speedy 
removal of refuse can be arranged; 
thereby improving the condition of 
the lanes and overcoming the men- 
ace fo health which arises from the 
accumulation of decaying refuse 
matter.

DRIED FRUITS & VEGETABLES 


In these days when inevitable 
shortages occur in certain. of sur 
basic foods, we should not overlook 
| the possible’ substitution of dried 
|frutts and vegetables asa means of 
| palancing our daily diet, Most of us 
‘tend to fofget that they exist, but 
they have a definite role to play espec 
jially in wartime, 

Dried fruits include the lowly 
prune, dried apricots, raisins, figs and 
dates, Peas, lentils, ‘Lima and Navy 
beans comprise the better known 
, dried vegetables. 

These dried foods. cannot be con- 
sidered in any sense good sources of 
the all-important vitamin C, How- 
ever, they are: all generally fairly 
rich in iron and copper, and the veg- 
etables have a high protein vaiue. 
Dried apricots, particularly, have a 
high percentage of copper, which, 
health authorities assert, is useful in 
adjusting the human system to the 
assimilation of the iron which they 
also contain, 


Prunes and apricots can be very

| Becanse of their high protein value 
, Lima beans can very well substitute 
;for a meat dish, which, in these times 
of meat scarcity, is mighty useful, 
Baked in a casserole and covered 
with tomato sauce, they are a very 
tasty, dish, Dried peas, of course, 
‘can be used instead of the canned 
|variety as one of the vegetables in 
\* meal. They must be soaked in wat- 
er in order to make them soft enough 
| for use, 

Lentils or split peas are an invalu- 
able addition to soups and stews, 
| lending a piquant flavor all of their 
,own, that makes one ask for more. 

All or most of these dried fruits 
and vegetables are available in our 
stores, Whenever you feel stuck a- 
bout that midday or evening meal, it 
wouldn’t hurt to consider them.
